Plucky Express Messenger Stood

Tucson, Ariz., September 2.—Reports 
reached here of a daring attempt by 
three American bandits to hold up the 
international express on the Sonora rail- 
Toad, 3 miles from Hermosilla, Mexico. 
The explosion of a torpedo on the track 
caused the engineer to stop. 
Americans stepped out of the shelter 
Of @ grove of trees and covered the en- 
gine crew. Two of the robbers then went 
to the express car and demanded ad- 
mittance. The messenger replied with a 
volley of shots through the doors, the 
bandits returning his fire. 

Several passéngers armed themselves 
and were going to the aid of the plucky 
messenger when the highwaymen became 
frightened and gave up their attempt, 
Cisappearing int» the orange grove, where 
it Was supposed they had horses in wait- 
ing. AS soon as the train reached Her- 
mésilla the alarm was given and a troop 
of rurales and a posse started in pursuit 
of the handits. 

No confirmation of the reported hold- 
up has been given out by the railroad 
Officials here.

On yesterday a bi)l was filed in the of- 
fice of the clerk of Fulton superior court 
and presented to Judge J. H. Lumpkin, 
asking for an injunction against the fur- 
ther operation of. the Equitable Loan and 
Security Company, an investment com- 
pany which has been doing a big busi- 
ness in Atlanta, and agking for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver to administer 
the affairs of the company. 

Judge Lumpkin granted the order en- 
joining the further payment of dues by 
certificate holders and restraining the 
company from enforcing any fines or for- 
ieitures pending the litigation and unfil 
further order of the court. 

The bill was filed by G. T. & J. F. 
Cann, attorneys at baw, of Savannah, Ga., 
and Brown & Randolph, attorneys, of 
Atlanta, who represent P. Alston Waring 
and a number of other certificate holders 
of the company, who are sald to have paid 
in dues aggregating about $20,000. 

The bill charges insolvency of the com- 
pany and sets out a written statement 
tnade by the officers of. the ¢ompany in 
the year 1895, in which the officers notified 
all certificate holders of the company that 
the postoffice authorities of the United 
States had denied the company the use of 
the government mails on account of the 
nature of the business conducted in its 
class Acertificates, which the postoffice 
department held to be illegal and in the 
nature of a jottery. The statement fur- 
ther expressed the faith of the officers of 
the company in the success of its plan, 
and contained a personal guarantee of 
these officers that the company would 
comply fully with all of its contracts. 

The bill then alleges that recently, on 
August 21,1902, the president and secre- 
tary of the company issued another notice 
to the certificate holders admitting the 
inability of the company to comply with 
its class A contracts, and claiming that 
these officers were not bound by the terms 
of the personal guarantee contained in 
their origimal notice. . 

Officers Not Competent. 

The bill fy@her alleges that the officers 
of the ccoisnpany, on account of their 
personal interest arising from their guar- 
antee of class A stock, were incompetent 
to impartially administer the funds of the 
company relating to other classes of stock 
issued by the company, and prayed the 
court to enjoin the company from paying 
cff class A certificates until the contracts 
contained in the other closses of stock 
have been fully performed. 

The bill claims that the officers of the 
company have Invested large portions of 
the assets of the company in vacant and 
unproductive real estate, contrary to the 
contracts contained In certificates issued 
by the company, istead of devoting the 
income derived from the dues of the cer- 
tificate holders to the redemption of cer- 
tificates as required by the terms of the 
company’s contracts. 

It also alleges that the Habilities of 
the company to its certificdte holders 
amé@unt to about $700,000, and that the as- 
sets of the company, as shown by their 
sworn tax returns, amount to less than 
$150,000. 

In conclusion, the bill charges that on 
account of the manner in which the com- 
pany has been operated and on account 
of the present cofidition of its affairs, 
the company, ‘eannot possibly hope to 
carry out the contracts contained in its 
certHicates, and that unless a receiver 
shall be appointed to administer the funds 
of the company the certificate holders will 
be called on to continue payment of dues

Holders Are Relie 7eu. ? 

The order of the court relleves all cer- 
tificate holders of the company from fur- 
ther payment of dues, pending the litiga- 
tion, and enjoins the company from en- 
forcing any fines or forfeitures as the re- 
sult of non-payment of dues. 

The Equitable Loan and Security Com- 
pany was chartered by the superior court 
of Fulton county in January, 18M, and 
has since that time conducted a large and 
apparently successful business.

Sandusky, Ohio, September 2.—Mayor 
Tom L. Johnson, of Cleveland, won a 
decisive victory today in the preliminary 
meetings of the democratic state conven- 
tion, which meets here tomorrow. Ever 


since he was selected as chairman of the. 


convention by the state central commit- 
tee it has been the general opinion that 
this occasion would be made the initial 
public meeting of his candidacy for the 
next democratic nomination for president 
of the United States. In that respect his 
success has been phenomenal. No Ohio 
candiddte for the presidency ever had 
more unanimity of sentiment in his favor 
among the delegates at’ a state conven- 
tion than was shown at the meetings to- 
night by congressional districts for the 
selection of officers and members of the 
various committees. 

Committees of the convention, the com- 
mittee on credentials, permanent organi- 
zation and rules and order of business 
are almost unanimously with him for 
anything he wants. One of them gave 
him the double honor at once of agree- 
ing on a report to make permanent the 
temporary organization @f the conven- 
tion. 

The Johnson men were opposed only in 
the selectjon of the committee on reso- 
lutions and members of the new state 
central committee, and in some districts 
these contests were closer and more Dit- 
ter than expected. The Johnson men 
secured fourteen of the twenty-one state 
committeemen, with three contested 
nominations: pending, and a greater: pro- 
portion of the committee on resolutions. 

No Quarter Given. 

The Johnson men during the day made 
no concessions and in some cases “gave 
no quarter’ to “their opponents. This 
caused the @ninorities of the two commit- 
tees named .at first «to fight, but the 
fighting wag. soon over. When the roll 
of the committee on resolutions was 
called the members from the-first, third 
and eleventh districts opposed the in- 
dorsement of Bryan ard the Kansas City 
platform and ott@r Johnson planks, but 
the Johnson platform  (ffinally carried 
without changes and wil! be so reported 
to the convention tomorrow and adopt- 
ed without a minority report or other 
obstruction, as had been threatene@ ear- 
lier in the evening. It has been custom- 
ary always first to appoint a subcommit- 
tee of three or five to draft a platform 
and report the same to the full commit- 
but that was:found not necessary 
tonight, as Mayor "Johnson handed the 
full committee his ‘‘draft’’ and the full 
committee soon completed it work. 

The tactics of the Johnson men in giv- 
ing no quarter was shown most clearly 
In the organization tonight of the new 
state central zommittee. Contests were 
made on three members, but all appeals 
for conciliation in the interest of har- 
mony falled and the new committee spent 
the night in hearing these contests, both 
sides fighting with unusual. persistence 
and bitterness. 

Meantime the- ovations at Johnstons 
headquarters continued. The delegates 
called in greater numbers than ever af- 
ter the results of the evening meetings 
became known. Johnson repeatedly re- 
fused to respond to serenades, saying 
that he wanted to save his voice for the 
convention. 

Platforrs All Johnson. 

The platform as it came from Mayor 
Johnson was agreed to tonight by the 
resolutions committee. It will not be 
given out for publication until it is adopt- 
ed by the convention. 

“The resolutions are fully in accord 
with the views of Mayor Johnson on 
both national and state issues. They fa- 
vor a new municipal code for Ohio cities, 
with home rule as the cardinal principle 
and the federal plan as secondary. 

In national affairs the last national 
platform and standard bearer are strong- 
ly indorsed, and what is considered as a 
special thrust at John R. McLean is in- 
corporated in a resoluticn for the elec- 
tion of United States senators by direct 
vote of the people, and until a constitu- 
tional amendment for the election of sen- 
ators can be changed it shall be the pol- 
icy of the democratic party in Ohio to 
indorse at state conventions the candi- 
date of the party to be voted for at the 
next legislative election of a senator,

The returns from 
two hundred cities and towns out of 
two hundred and forty-six, give the fol- 
lowing vote for governor: 

General John G. McCullough (republi- 
can) 26,497; Felix W. McGettrick (demo- 
crat) 6,112; Percival W. Clement (high 
license) 23,239; Joel] C. Sherbourne (prohi- 
bition) 2,052. 

The best idea of the change-over in 
votes.in both the democratic and republi- 
can parties, is shown by the comparison 
with the vote of the same two hundred 
cities and towns in 1900, which gave 
Stickney (republican) 29,665; Senter (dem- 
ocrat) 14,439; all others 1,290. 

Clements Strong in Cities. 

Mr. Clements showed great strength 
in the large cities, his home town,’ Rut- 
land, giving him a majority of 1,214 out 
of a total vote of 1,859. The returns ghow 
that General McCullough did not begin 
to. hold the republican vote, Clement 
getting his strength from this defection, 
to which was added, it is claimed, about 


one-half of tne total democratic strength 


in the state. The prohibitionist vote was 
heavy for that party. As a majority 
vote is required to elect, the choice of 
governor and Ifeutenant governor is 
thrown into the general assembly, which 
convenes on the fist Wednesday in Octo- 
ber. 

David J. Foster (republican), of Burl- 
ington, is reelected to congress in the 
first district: and Kittredge Haskins, of 


“Brattleboro, is reelected in the second. 


The contest of the head of the ticket 
did not affect the balance of the republi- 
can ticket,. both congressmen securing 
the usual normal majority.

Iowa Democrats. 

Des Moines, Iowa, September 2.—The 
one contest in the democratic state con- 
vention to be held tomorrow will be over 
the platform. The opponents of the re- 
affirmation of the Kangas City platform 
are here in force. Today the silver men, 
under the leadership of C. A. Walsh, sec- 
retary of the national democratic com- 
mittee, who have heretofore stood stead- 
fastly for a re-affirmation of the Kansas 
City platform, proposed a compromise 
and had printed and circulated among the 
delegates the following proposed plank:

The 
‘reason: for this is that they are babel 
glad to be able to fall back on the civil 
service law as an excuse for their failure 
to secure a place for a constituent who 
believes that his party services are enti- 
tled to some reward. Further than this, 
many of them find in the remnanté of + 
the spoils system only a source of weak+s- 
ness and not of strength. They realize 
the truth of the old statement that for 
Wwery appointment a member of congress 
“Wiakes in his district he makes one: tn-' 
and’ they 
would be secretly delighted to be shorn 
of all power in connection with the fitak- 
irig of appointments. : 
The amount of bad feeling that can be 
engendered over one little fourth-class 
postoffice that probably does not pay a 
salary of more than $100 per year is, sur- 
prising.

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An excellent illustration of this was 
afforded in the sixth Maryland district 
at the beginning of the Harrison admin- 
istration. The republicans had been 
out of the .offices for four years, | 
and no sooner was the result of the 
election .knownh than a large crop of can-" 
didates sprung up for the Cumberland 
postoffice.+ Finally the conftest naérrowéd # 
down to two men, one an ex-sheriff and 
the .other the editor of the republican 
newspaper ‘in Cumberland. Both were 
men of importance in the community; 
and between them Representative Mc- 
Comas, now senator from Maryland, had 
to make his choice. The fight was so 
bitter that a decision either way meant 
defeat for McComas in the next elec- 
tions. He finally decided in favor of the 
ex-sheriff, knowing when he did so that 
hée was signing his political death war- 
rant as far as reeléction to the house 
of representatives was concerned. The 
ex-shéerif! was appointed and McComas 
was defeated and stayed out of congress 
until a swing of the political pendulum 
in Maryland landed him in the. United 
Btates senate. But if he had decided 
the other way the result would have 
been equally disastrous. 

This story has its counterpart in many 
congressional districts this. year.

Those men who advocate wild and foolish 
remedies which would be worse than ‘the 
disease are doing all in tireir power to 
perpetuate the evil against which they 
nominally war, because if we were 
brought face to face with the naked issue 
of either keeping or totaily destroying 
a prosperity in which the majority share, 
but in which some share improperly, why, 
as sensible men we must decide that it is 
a great deal better that some people 
should prosper too much than that no one 
should prospér enough. So that the man 
who advocates destroying the trusts by 
measures which would paralyze the in- 
dustries of the country is, at best, a 
quack and, at worst, an enemy to the 
republic. 

“Now, it does not do anybody ‘any 
good, and it will do most of us a great 
deal of harm to take steps which will 
check any proper growth in a corpora- 
tion. We wish not to penalize but to re- 
ward a great captain of industry or the 
men banded together in a corporation 
who have the business forethought and 
energy necessary to build up a great in- 
dustrial enterprise. Keep that in mind. 
A big corporation may be doing excellent 
work for the whole country and you 
want, above al] things, when striving to 
get a plan which will prevent wrong do- 
ing by a corporation which desires to do 
‘wrong; not at the same time to have a

The negro's ‘wife, who helped 
her husband in-his ¢fforts.to escape, was 
taken to a hospital,-where it was said to- 
day that she was in a sefious condition, 
Hunter was badly Beaten in the struggle 
when hé was caught. : ; 
John McKenna, a patrolman, was shot 
in the head and face. Both his eyes were 
destroyed and the wounds in his head 


| were so serious that his recovery was 


thought to be doubtful. The _ citizens 
wounded were men who had been called 
upon by the police to aid in subduing 
Hunter.

The offering of these resolutions pre- 
cipitated a discussion which wus char- 
acterized more by the :skillful tact of 
those engaged in it than by any warmth 
of expression. However, the determina- 
tion of those on either side to carry the 
point at issue was plainly visible. Once 
or twice matters seemed near a crisis 
and only the fimest diplemacy of. those 
who had the matter in :harge prevented 
a bitter and impassioned debate. 

Basis of Opposition. Ver 

From the first there seemed .little doubt 
but that the resolutions would be passed. 
This was shown conclusively bythe loss 
of a motion to table the resolutions, ‘the 
vote against tabling them being over- 
whelming. Nevertheless, the gentlemen 
who were opposed to the resolutions 
made a determined light to keep them 
from going throuzh. siege 

Those whc opposed the resolutions 
based their opposition on two points. 
First, that it was unfair to single out 
the Tabernacle Baptist church in this 
matter, since they claimed that other 
churches in the association had followed 
the same practice. Second, that the res- 
vlutions w2re not in accord with the 
organic law of the association, since in 
its definition of baptism ‘t says nothing 
concerning the administrator. 

Reference was made to both the First 
Bapfist church and the Second Baptist 
church, of Atlanta, stating that each had 
received persons who were baptized by 
‘alien immersion.’’ The reference to the 
First Baptist church was subsequently 
_ withdrawn. The mvssengers of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church said that they. knew 
nothing of such action by that. church, 
and the gentlemen who opposed the res- 
olution admitted that the specific case 
referred to occurred fourteen years ago. 

The portion of the organic law which 
was involved in the discussion was the 
fourth article of the declaration on 
church order, which reads as follows: 

‘ The Scriptures prestribe no mode of 
baptism. The Lord commands the im- 
mersion of a believer in water into the 
pame of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Spirit; and a change in this 
in any particular violates the eontmand, 
and what is done is not baptism. Mat- 
thew xxviii, 19-20; Mark xvi, 15-16; Acts 
vill, 16-38, xix, 1-5; Acts xx, /. 

The discussion was opened by Rev, Mr, 
Walker, of Lithonia, the author of -the 
resolutions. who spoke in favor of them. 
He saiq that the resolutions were pre- 
sented in all kindness and reminded the 
messengers of the Tabernacle Baptist 
church that the resolutions were ad- 
dressed to the church and not to the mes- 
sengers themselvés, sath

Dr. McConnell, who is secretary of the 
home mission board of the Southern Bap- 
tist convention, then proceeded to make 
an address in which he called upon the 
members of the association to be careful 
in all their statements and to say nothing

aroused, ; 

- Other Churches Involved.

‘sociation had received ‘‘alien baptisms.” 


Dr. Broughton made some remarks as to 
the Second Baptist church case. Walker 
Dunson. spoke for the Second Baptist 
church,' saying that he had been a mem- 
ber of it for sixteen years ang in that 
time he had heard nothing of ‘alien im- 
mersion,”’ 

At this point Dr. W. W. Landrum, pas- 
tor of the First Baptist church of At- 
lanta, came forward and stated his posi- 
tion on ‘‘alien immersion,”’ showing that 
he was in accord with Dr. Broughton on 
this matter. He added, however, that as 
his church opposed “alien immersion’® 
and he considered the matter one of 
secondary importance, he had never 
pressed it, preferring harmony in the 
church. Dr. Landrum called attention to 
the wording of the article of church order 
quoted above and stated that under it the 
association hag no right to call on the 
Tabernacle Baptist church to rescind 
their action as to “alien immersion,” In 
answer to this several of the messengers 
stated that the universal and immemorial 
practice of the churches should be re- 
spected rather than the wording of the 
organic law. 

Rev. J. L. D. Hillyer took up the légal 
phase of the question suggested by e. 
Landrum and claimed that the association 
was trying to convict the Tabernacle 
Baptist church of bréaking a law which 
did not exist. While Rev. Mr. Hillyer hadq 
the floor the association adjourned for 
Ginner. 

The people of Indian Creek church had 
spréad an elegant repast. to which the 
members of the association gave full ate 
tention. It seemed to have a good effect, 
for all appeared more conciliatory dur- 
ine the afternoon session. 

The afternoon session opened with Rev.

Bluefield, W. Va., September 2.—The 
west mine of the southwest collieries at 
Pocahontas was set on fire at 2 o'clock 
this morning. The incendiaries broke the 
lock on the 
trance and carrieq-in a lot of old iumber 
to a point about 200 feet from the en- 
trance. This lumber was fireq about 2 
o'clock this morning and when the fire 
Was discovered an alarm was given. The 
James had gained considerable headway 


and the work of extinguishing them was 


extremely difficult. All of the men that 
could be worked to advantage were é1- 
listed There was no loss of life or per- 
sonal injury to any one of the employees 
as yet heard of. 

It is believed that some of the strikers 
set the mine on fire. This was one of the 
mines where the explosion occurred last 
November and great fear is being felt 
that if the flames are not soon extin- 
guished that the accumulation of gas will 
cause another explosion. A late report 
says that the fire companies while rush- 
ing to the scene of the fire were shot at 
several times from ambush by strikers, 
but no,one was hit. The parties are still 
in the woods and an effort will be made 
to arrest them.

Given Warm Reception 
by Loyal Subjects, 


Posen, September 2.—The emperor and 
empress of Germany entered the pro- 
vincial Polish capital at sunset today, 
the German faction of the city cheering, 
ringing bells and waving flags and hand- 
kerchiefs of welcome at them. The Pol- 
ish majority of the people was silent and 
lecked gloomiiy at the brilliant show 
frcm houses without decorations. Not 
one disorderly cry was heard. The 
vague expectations of insult to the em- 
peror or tumult among the people of this 
city which have been hinted at by news- 
papers and inferred from the unusual 
police arrangements for the protection 
of his majesty, which began two months 
ago, were not realized. Nothing but a 
decorous reception was accorded by the 
moderate sized crowds which’ were 
banked behind the double rows 
of troops on eitser side of the 
streets leading from the railroad 
siation to the residence of th2 com- 
manding general. about 2 miles away. 

This visit of the emperor is made to 
give the Germans heart in their pas- 
sionate race dispute. The Germans of 
P@sen poured out subscriptions for the 
teautiful decorations, consisting of flower 
pieces and ropes of evergreen looped 
from must to mast along nearly the 
entire length of the emperor’s line of 
march. Nearly every German girl in 
Pceen was wearing a black, white and red 
sash today, but the Polish nobles of 
the city closed their town houses and 
withdrew to their country estates. With 
the exception of Prince Anton Radziwill, 
rot one Polish noble took part in today's 
reception to th> empe'cr. Prince Rad- 
giwill holds his tithe from. Prussia and 
he has Jong been identified with the Prus- 
sian court,

Rioting Against Servians 
Renewed at Agram-- 
Police Overpowered, 


Agram, Hungary, September 2.—Con- 
fiicts were renewed here this evening. 
The rioters overpowered the police at 
various of the city squares and smashed 
windows in houses inhabited by Servians. 
The troops were finally ordered. to. clear 
the streets. 

Similar riots are reported to have oc- 
curred at several other towns in the 
province, and thcre was scme bloodshed 
auring the disorders at Gospic. 

The boycotting of Servian merchants 
here continues and Servian employees are 
Leing dismissed from Crotian business 
hcuses. The majority of shops in Agram 
owned by Servians are closed. 

The rioting which occurred at Agram 
Sunday in connection with the demonstra- 
tion on the part Crotian students 
against the Servian inhabitants, in which 
the police charged with drawn swords 
end many nersons wounded, was renewed 
Sunday evening. It was only queileé on 
Monday evening after the adoption of 
severe measures. Houses were wrecked, 
shops were plundered and over a hun- 
dred persons were injured. Because of 
still further rioting being threatened a 
number of troops have been expected to 
return to Agram from the mancuvers. 

A proclamation has been Issued at 
Agram calling upon the people tc pre- 
serve order. The doors of all residences 
must be closed at 7 p. m., and the cafes 
and hotels are to be closed at 9 o’clock.

Waiting for an Opportunity To 
Make a Dash at the 
Forts 


GLORY FOR THE ARM 
- CLAIMED BY MACARTHUR 


The Reports That Several of the War 
Ships Have Beer Tecanrica::y 
Destroyed By the Guns of 
the Forts—One Man Is 
Killed. 


— 
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New London, Conn., September 2.—The 
defending forces in the New London 
district are tonight on the alert and 
awaiting an attack by the navy. At 
midnight no decisive move had been made 
by the fleet under Admiral Higginson. 
At that hour General MacArthur left 
his headquarters and boarded his yacht 
Kanawha for the night, leaving Major 
Harrison in charge. 

The impression prevails here that New- 
port is the point which will be next at- 
tacked, although the presence of three 
vessels, supposed to be battle ships, at 
Gardiner’s Bay causes. considerable un- 
easinass. They can be seen plainly from 
Fort Wright and. the searchlights are 
kept on them continually. The defending 
force is all at sea in regard to the next 
move to be made by Admiral Higginson, 
and every possible precaution has been 
taken to guard against a surprise. Early 
in the evering it was feared that an at- 
tack would be made on headquarters. 


the navy and it is believed to be impos- 
sible for them to safely reach a point at 
which they could land enough men to 
overpower the defenders without being 
observed. 

Attack on the Fort. 

The second attack on the island forts 
took place at 5 o’clock this: morning, and 
as far as they went the maneuvers were 
practically a repetition of last night's 
engagement, though, of course, there 
were different tactical movements. The 
army men claim a second victory. The 
ships. attempted to pass through Plum 
Gut, but were obstructed by mines, three 
of tife vessels being put out of action. 
After the engagement, which lasted over 
an hour, the ships proceeded toward 
Block island. , 

At noon General MacArthur, command- 
ing the army of the defense, made this 
report to the adjutant general: 

‘‘New London, Cenn., September 2, 1902. 
—Adjutant general war department, 
Washington: 

“At 9 o'clock last night information 
sent districs commanders by these head- 
quarters that the enemy’s fleet would 
divide in squadron, attacking west end 
of line and attempting to force race, 
other squadron attacking Newport. At 
10:15 p.. m enemy’s fleet sighted simul- 
taneously by forts Wright, Michie, 
Terry and Gardener's’ Point. Concen- 
trated and well sustained fire maintained 
on ships by Michie and Terry for forty 
minutes, with result as reported by five 
commanders, that Brooklyn and Indiana 
were destroyed. About 4 a m. 
attempted to pass through mine flelds in 
Plum Gut. Major Murray, in charge of 
mines, reports destruction of Alabama 
ard Puritan by judgment firing and 
Massachusetts by contact firing. Passage 
of ships through this mine field, ap- 
parently not preceded by explorer, nor 
any attempt made to remove mines. 
Therefore, report accepted as conclusive. 
Soon thereafter enemy retired. At mid- 
night three ships of enemy sighted off 
Brenton’s Reef. Mortar batteries at 
Fort Adams immediately opened and 
ships retired. About 4 a. m. two small 
ships of enemy attempted to open Sugar 
Reef passage by removal of obstructions. 
during which they were under fire of 
guns of Fort Mansfield and soon there- 
after retired. MacARTHUR.”’

© x<edford, Mass., September 2.—The 
eve todi&y at Fort Rodman was the 
visit of ASsistant Secretary of War San- 
ger, who came over from Newport by 
train and trolleys, accompanied by 
Colonel Dyer, of the Twelfth New York 
regiment, and Lieutenant Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, of the same regiment. 

The assistant secretary reviewed the 
evening parade, before the conclusion of 
which he, with his escort. left the field 
and hastened back to Newport. 

During the day claim was made at 
Fort Adams that two of the large ves- 
sels sighted this morning were 4d2- 
stroyed technically by the mortar bat- 
tery fire. 

This evening the observers at Prices 
Neck saw a government vessel head into 
Narragansett bay and at once gave the 
ranges to Fort Adams and sixteen shots 
were fired. The government boat brave!v 
sailed. through an imaginary storm of 
bombs and bullets and finally anchored 
under the shore of the fort. Fort Adams 
claims that it destroyed the vessel be- 
fore it passed Brentons reef light ship. 
and it claims a victory in this respect 
under supposition that the craft was the 
naval tug Leyden. The craft proved to 
be the revenue cutter Dexter, which is 
rot taking part in the conflict. 

Except for desultory firing by Fort 
Galnes nothing of intersst has oecurred 
in this vicinity up to a late hour tonight. 
No attack :s expected before morning. 


Man Killed In Mimic War. 

Fort Wright, Fishers Island, N. Y., 
September 2.—While the guns of the fo-t 
were firing on the fleet today Edward 
Roy was instantly killed by the prema- 
ture discharge of a 12-inch gun and Har- 
ry A. Davis and Samuel Clevenger were 
perhaps fatally wounded. Several others 
suffered slight injury. Ail the men were 
privates of the Second company, coast 
ertillery, of the regular army. 

Roy was No. 21 man at the gun and 
was handling the powder. He nad put 
a 30-pound charge into the gun and had 
just pushed the breech block into place 
without locking it when the explosion oc- 
curred. It is supposed that a piece of 
buning rag had been left in the gun. Roy 
was literally blown to pieces. Davis was 
hit in the chest by pieces of flying bone 
and sustained fatal injuries.

SUFFER FROM DROUGHT. 


Growth et Cotten Has Ceased-—Some | 


Complaints of Rust and Shed- 
ding Are Sent In. 


Raleigh, N. C., September 2.—(Specia!.) 


The weekly crop bulletin for North Caro- 
lina, issued today: says: “‘Except in a 
few western counties where beneficial 
showers occurred on the 2th and 28th, 
the week ended tast night was extremely 
dry throughout the, greater portion of 
the state; at most places, indeed, hardly 
more than ‘traces’ of rain occurred. The 
mean .temperature™ was about: normal, 
with warm days and rather cool nights. 
The amount of sunshine was abundant, 
and the weather very agreeable, but 
showers are much needed for all late 
crops, especially corn, peas, potatoes, 
late cabbage, clover and turnips. Excel- 
lent progress in pulling fodder, curing 


tobacco, picking cotton, and haying was 


made under the.very favorable condi- 
tions that prevailed for farm work. The 
ground is now go dry and hard that fall 
plowing and -preparations -for winter 
Wheat and oats are backward. Dry weath- 
er has caused the growth of cotton to 
cease, and top bolls are not forming; 
some fields.Jook as brown as they usual- 
ly do in October. Gotton is opening very 
fast, and is said to be nearly half open, 
but the absence of very high maximum 
temperatures has prevented much pre- 
mature opening; complaints of rust and 
shedding continue and some correspond- 
ents report short crops on account of the 
small size of the bolis. Picking is pro- 
gressing, but is behind on account of 
rapid opening and scarcity of labor. . Late 


corn continues to do well and in many. 


sections will be the best crop gathered. 
Pulling fodder continues actively. Tobac- 
co is ripening in northwestern counties; 
while the crop planted was short, the 
yield has been above the average in 
quality. Digging sweet potatoes and 
peanuts has commenced and also cutting 
rice with favorable propects for these 
crops. Peavines. promise a large yield 
of hay but are not fruiting heavily. Crim- 
son clover and late seeded turnips have 
not come up on account of drougat. 


GOOD RAINFALL IN ALABAMA. 


But It Came Too Late to Benefit the 
Crops. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The Alabama section’ of. the 
weather bureau today issues the follow- 
ing report on the general crop condl- 
tions in this state: 

‘Temperatures averaged about nor- 
mal, or slightly above. and during the 
middle of the week rains were more gen- 
eral than at any time during the last 
four morths; in many middle and north- 
eastern counties the rainfall was suf- 
ficient to break the longest drought 
known in this section to the present 
generation; over the greater portion of 
the remainder of the state the rains were 
copious, though in quite a number of 
southern and some northern counties 
While the week 
was favorable for very late corn, minor 
field crops and. fall gardens, the rains 
came too late for:the greater portion of 
the cotton crop, though they stopped pre- 
mature opening and started a new growth 
and some new fprmg in a very few late 
planted fields; much,.open cotton was 
beat out of the bollg by heavy rains and 
damaged; the crop, as a whole, shows 
but slight improvement, and rust and 
shedding are still quite prevalent; pick- 
ing was retarded by! rains, but Is now 
being pushed in all-districts, with con- 
tinued indications that the yield will be 
the lightest in years;. there-is still no 
promise of a ‘top crop’ worthy of note, 
and on some hill sides. the crop is a 
failure. Some late bottom land corn was 
improved by the rains, but taken as a 
whole the late corn crop is poor, and on 
some uplands jis a failure; it is being cut 
and housed slowly; more fodder was 
pulled, and a fairly good crop of this 
forage will be saved, though there are 
some complaints of it rotting in the 
shock. Sweet potatoes, peas, peanuts, 
cane and sorghum show some improve- 
ment, but they will all make poor to fair 
yields only, except sorghum, which will 
be fairly good in some districts; the re- 
cent rains have improved pastures, and 
there is now a prospect that some late 
hay will be made; grapes are yielding 
very satisfactorily, and pears are being 
gathered, with poor to fairly good yield.” 

The drought in this section of the coun- 
try has now lasted practically’ since 
May, broken only by an_ occasional 
shower, which did not wet the ground be- 
low the surface. In spots here and there 
rains have fallen, but taken altogether 
the situation -is rather deplorable. Even 
th@ grass crop is short, and peas, while 
showlng a good vine, refuse to bear any 
fruit. The farmers stil] cling to the 
hope that rains may yet come in time 
to save the sweet potato crop... Much 
actuai suffering among the negroes is 
inevitable, and an unusual exodus to the 
mineral and timber regions may be’ ex- 
pected.

Education, 


HIS IS REASON FOR 
HIGH RATE Cre COUNTY 


State Tax Reduced 14 Cents and the 
Same Amount Adatd to tho 
County Rate—Meeiirng ot 
the Coinm:ssioners 
Yesterday. 


Macon, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)— 
Th taxpayrs of Bibb county will have 
to pay the same combined county and 
state tax rate this year that they did 
last year, namely, $13.74 on the $1,000. 

The commissioners of Bibb county met 
today and fixed the county rate at $8.44, 
which is an increase of 14 cents on the 
$1,000 over the rate of last year. 

The county rate was increased 14 
cents because the tax rate of the state 
has been reduced 14 cents over last 
year’s state rate. The state has reduced 
its rate from $5.44 to $5.30. 

Therefore the combined state and 
county rate in Bibb will be $13.74, di- 
vided as follows: State, $5.30;. county, 
$8. 44. 

The commissioners found themselves 
unable to have the county rate the same 
as last year with the decrease in the 
state rate and meet expenses. 

While Bibb’s rate of $8.44 on the $1,000 
is high, it is not as high as that of 
some of the counties of the state, nor is 
it as lew as some. 

One thing that makes Bibb’s tax rate. 
as high as it is now is the annual ap- 
propriation of more than $650,000 to the 
public schools of the county. No county 
in the state has a better public school 
system than Bibb, and the taxpayers 
have no objection to the annual appro- 
priation being made, as splendid results 
flow therefrom. 

Bibb county is in fine financial condi- 
tion. She has no bonds and no floating 
indebtedness. She has excellent public 
highways and bridges, a handsome court 
house, good schools and a creditable hos- 
pital and home for the poor.

Three newspapers of Georgia will 
confronted in a short time with the rather 
nove] situation of a suit in the courts to 
force each to do advertising or pay dam- 
ages for a refusal. 

The suits in question will be brougnat 
against The Telegraph, of Macon; The 
Times-Recorder, of Americus, and The 
Union Recorder, of Milledgeville, by the 
Jacobs’ Pharmacy Company, of Atlanta. 

The sult which will be filed will be 
based on a claim made by the Atlanta 
drug company to the effect that these 
papers have broken contracts made with 
the. drug company’to run a_ certain 
amount of advertising. 

It is stated that a short time agg th? 
company made contracts with each of 
these papers to take a certain amount of 
advertising, anywhere frém 100 to 4 
inches, and that this space should be 
used as the drug company saw fit eacn 
day. The advertisement appeared in each 
of the papers as per the contract the first 
day and after that no amount of persua- 
sion brought to bear by the drug people 
could induce the papers to allow the ad- 
vertisements to appear again. > 

Upon investigation by the drug com- 
pany it developed that the local druggists

appearance of the advertisement, went 
immediately to the papers in which the

“The attempt on the part of the south 
Georgia druggists," said Mr. Smith,: ‘to 
prevent the selling of our g9900s in their 
territory at cut rate prices is merely an- 
other form of the attack made on us by 
the Atlanta Retail Druggists’ ¢Assoctation 
and will in the end meet with the same 
defeat which their attempted boycott suf- 
fered.

It has not been so very long since 
the republicans were endeavoring to 
persuade the country that there were 
no such things as trusts.

curbed was sneered at as anarchist 


4 and revolutionist. 


Things have changed: We now 
have the republican president spout- 
ing hig loudest about the evils of 
trusts, while the organs of the party 
have given themselves over to a run- 
ning discussion of the way these evils 
should be curbed, some of them stand- 


‘ing out in violent opposition to the 


plan suggested by their party leader. 
Here is the interesting spectacle, 
for instance, of The New York Sun— 


the most stalwart of all the refublican * 


organs and the most virulent in its 
critici#ms of democratic leaders— 
charging President Roosevelt with 
being a “revolutionist” and devoting 
much of its editorial gpace to proving 
its charge. Other republican papers 
do not*come out quite so openly im op 
position, but %.is apparent, from their 


tone that they disagree radically, with: 


the president’s anti-trust platform. 
Tue Sun quotes the president’s 
declaration, “so ycu see I am not ad- 
vocgfing anything very revolution- 
ary,” t.ade in defense of his proposi- 


tion that the confrol of business should | 


be given over to the federal govern- 
ment by neans of a constitutional 
amendment, and adds that it must 
be apparent that he “either has a very 
imperfect comprehension of the term 
revolutionary, or there is a singular 
misapprehension of the true meaning 
and impoPtance of the method he pro- 
poses.” 

The Sun suggests that the president 
has ‘been “blinded. temporarily” to the 
real significance of the plan he has 
proposed. -His plan, this heretofore 
ardent administration organ points 
out, would take the power of control 
over business from the several state 
legislatures, where it has been exer- 
cised since the birth of the federal 
government, and lodge it in the con- 
gress at Washington, “where it has 
never. been exercised or asserted ex- 
cept through a strained interpretation 
of certain provisions of the constitu- 
tion, or advocated by anybody except 
the wildest state socialists until late- 
ly, when the Hon. Charles S. Little- 
field arose as the champion of such a 
change in the organic law, and the 
house actually passed such a resoln- 
tion, for political effect only, knowing 
well that it would go to speedy death 
in the senate.” 

That action of the republicans of 
the house was the purest political pop- 
py-cock, and was-sodenounced by the 
democrats at the time. It never had 
serious support from any element of 
the republican party. : 

Continuing its comment, The Sun 

says: 
' Instead of being “anything but revo- 
lutionary,"’ Mr. Roosevelt’s constitutional 
amendment contemplates the most funda- 
mental change tn the fabric of. American 
institutions that hag been proposed by 
any chief magistrate since the govern- 
ment began to exist. This is true whether 
his programme be regarded as the fruit 
of consummate wisdom or 4s the crude 
project of reckless and_ short-sighted 
folly. The revolution once effected, the 
power which the states reserved to them- 
selves more than a century ago having 
been transferred to congress through Mr. 
Roosevelt's efforts, how is he to answer 
for the moderate and reasonable exer- 
cise of that power through all time to 
come?

commend itself to the successive con- 
gresses, republican, democratic or social- 
istic in majority, as the case may be.

G. A: R. WILL AID VETERANS - 


TO BUILD SOLDIERS’ HOME 


gratifying evidences of the warmth 

of fedling. between the veterans of 
the blue and the gray’who fought on op- 
posite sides during the late war is a cir- 
cular letter issued to the various Grand 
Army of the Republic camps throughdut 
the country by Ell Torrance, commander- 
in-chief of the G. A. R., in which ne be- 
speaks the aid of the northern vetetans 
in helping te build a Confederate Veter- 
ans’ home at Mountain Creek, Ala.. The 
circular is given added interest by reason 
of the fact that it is the last that he will 
address the soldiers of the federal army 
in capacity of commander-in-chief of the 
G. A. R. : 

General Torrance’s visit to Atlanta 
some months ago will be recalled. At that 
time he made a tour of all the G. A. R. 
posts in the south. Everywhere he went 
he was received with the utmost cordiali- 
ty from the people-of the south, and his 
treatment at the hands of Confederate 
veterans was particularly gratifying. 
While in Montgomery he became inter- 
ested in a movement to build a home for 
confederate veterans and the idea of 
enlisting the aid of the G. A. R. struck 
him as a fitting evidence of the friendly 
relations which now exist between for- 
mer foes. 

The Confederate home at Mountain 
Creek is @lready under headway, and two 
cottages have been built. In order to 
properly accommodate the entire number 
of needy veterans in Alabama, 4 cot- 
tages will be required. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday, 
W. M. Séott, the commander of the local 
post, said: 

“The movement is a splendid one—one 
which I think will meet with widespread 
approval all over the country. The war 
and its bitterness and bloodshed are 
things of the past. The kindest of feel- 
ing exists between former foes. Nothing 
could be a better evidence of this fact 
than the letter General Torrance has 
written.”’ 

General Torrance’s Letter. 

Following is the letter in full: 


Headquarters Grand Army of the Republic, 
Minneapolis, Minn., September |, 1902.—To 
the Members of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic: In April last I visited the degirtments 
of Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi 
ard Texas. ‘ 

My visit was in every respect a delightful 
ene, but most gratifying of all was the cor- 
dial good feeling I found existing between 
the union and confederate soldiers. I af- 
firm without hesitation that among the best 
friends of our comrades in the south are the 
surviving ex-confederates. This friendship

is based upon the mutusl respect which one 
good sojdier hes for another, and had it not 
been for the bronze butt -ould bften have 
been unable to distinguish vuciween the blue 
ond the grey, for the cordial welcome extend- 
ed by the one was equaled by the generous 
Lospitality _proffered by the other. In. all my 
jcurney I found no sectional lines, sullen faces 
or closed doors. One marked contrast, how- 
ever, distinguishes the surviving soldicrs of 
the two armies. The national government 
ras properly made generous provision for her 
Gefenders, but whatever aid the ex-confed- 
erates receive must come from tueir more 
fortunate comrades, or from the municipalities 
in which they feside; and while the people of 
ihe south have in a spirit worthy of the high- 
est praise done much to relieve their neces- 
sities, -he ‘“‘nation’s wounds’ have not jéet 
been fully bound. 

At the close of the war the southern people 
wére too impoverished to make adequate pro- 
v:sion for those who suffered from disease an4 
wounds, and the result was that many a con- 
{ederate soldier ended his days :n the alms 
house and was buried in @ pauper’s grave. 

When at Montgomery it was my pleasure 
to meet Colonel J. M. Falkner, district attor- 
ney for Alabama, formerly an officer in the 
Fighth ¢onfederete cavairy, wh: for some 
time past has been earnestly directing his 
efforts toward the erection of a confederate 
home at Mountain Creek, Chilton comity, Ala- 
bama. The erection of the first cottage was 
commenced Apri] 7 last on 40 acres of land 
dcnated by Colonel Falkner, and toda; two 
comfertable cottages have been completed, 
which shelter seventeen old confederate sol- 
diers, not one of whom could earn a living 
in a ‘and of plenty against tke competition of 
a child. 

The plan is to build forty of these cottages, 
that many or more being required to accom- 
modate those whose disabilities are total. My 
purpose in writing this letter, and it is the 
last one I w#hal] address to you as com- 
mander in chief, is to afford the members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, individually 
or as posts, an opportunity to contribute to the 
shelter of these needy veterans. The dignity 
of their demeanor and the uncomplaining sol- 
dierly way in which they bear suffering and 
privation, render them worthy of our respect 
and sympathy, and it becomes a privilege to 
assist in making their last days comfortable. 

I know of no surer or shorter way to a 
complete unification of this country in pur- 
pose and feeling than the highway of kindness, 
and I believe its extreme outposts should be 
jointly held by the surviving soldiers of the 
armies of Grant and Lee. 

There was a time when the nearer we 
came together the worse it was for all, but 
now the closer we come together the better 
for all. 

The old order ‘‘to kill’’ has given place to 
the gentler command ‘‘to make alive,’” and

HE’S THE “SHADOW OF GOD” 
BUT VERY APPROACHABLE

London, August 23.—It was worth get 
ting the shah over from the continent to 
put right the genera} idea of him in this 
country. Theré was a popular notion 
that the ‘‘well of science’ and “‘shadow 
of God’ to give Muzafir-ed-din two of tha 
modest little titles to which he lays 
Claim made a practice of going around 
with a goodly pdrtion of his famous col- 
lection of diamonds ang other precious 
stones bespangling his person, that he 
disdained ‘“‘civilized’’ ‘food in favor of thé 
dishes got up by his own cook, and then 
was in such arrant fear of being poisoned 
that he insisteq on the chef’s tasting 
every dish. On the continent, too, they 
describeq him as taciturnity itself and 
insisted that he never laughed, in public 
at any rate. 

But now Londoners know that the pres- 
ent occupant of the 
Darius and Xerxes is a quiet old gentle- 
man who does not look as if he cared 
especially about being called king of 
kings, Or footpath of heaven, and the 
chief feature of whose every day garb is 
a gray frock coat with a red rose in the 
buttonhole. While here he hasn’t even 
worn the big diamond that was sup- 
posedly never absent from the front of 
his equally renowned astrakan cap. Hie 
dotes on European cooking and did abun- 
dant justice both to the sybaritic feast 
that was served on the royal yacht the 


ceived by the king and that set forth yes- 
terday at the Persian legation. It isn’t 
true that he is afraid of being poisoned, 
but traveling fast by either boat or rail 
does worry him a little and he has made 
every steamer and train that has had the 
honor of carrying him slow down to 
half speed. He isn’t taciturn, howeyer, 
Wherever he has gone he has cracked lit- 
tle Persian jokes that have set the mem- 
bers of his suite squirming with laughter 
that evidently was not mere court merri- 
ment. At a music hall the other night, 
too, his majesty guffawed as heartily as 
did the people in the pit who were ad- 
mfring him. 

One of the shah’s characteristics, how- 
ever, was truthfully described. He does 
love to see things and do things and the 
court officials who have been planning 
his London excursions have bgen kept on 
the jump ‘to provide entertainments for 
him. They haven't been able to pin the 
ruler of Persia down to the ordinary 
royal visitors’ rather stupiq round of his- 
torical buildings, museums and hospitals. 
So far as known the shah hasn't put his 
nose inside the tower or the _ Britisn 
museum, and though he did go around to 
the abbey yesterday, it was only because 
he knew that it was still in its corona- 
tion dress. After he got there he stayed 
only about ten minutes. But Madame 
Tussaud’s wax work show, the hippo- 
drome, London's all-the-year-round cir- 
cus, and the Empire, with the liveliest 
ballet in town, were right in the shah’s 
line. He was tickled to death over the 
wax effigy of himself at Madame Tus- 
saud’s and did the Chamber of Horrors 
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throne of Cyrus,° 


gathered was a sight to see, The 


from end to end and then over again. 

The visit he paid to the Maxim gun 
works, which he made yesterday, put the 
shah in immense good humor. He had no 
sooner laid eyes on the rows of Maxim 
guns than he was keen to fire one of 
them and beamed all over when he was 
allowed to sit down and pump off 300 
rounds with blank cartridges. He wanted 
to fire one of the big field guns, too, but 
they told him that it couldn't be done in- 
side tHe building, and so he turned his 
attention to Sir Hiram’s electric lamps 
and incidentally to the rows of attrag- . 
tive English girls who were making them.., 

The shah has an eye for girls, though 
not as hypnotic an optic as that which his 
frisky father possessed. The present 
ruler of Persia drags out a lonely ex- 
istence with only sixty-five wives to keep 
him company; whereas his sire, Nasr-ed- 
din, gathered a little family cricle of 
1.720 blushing beauties around him. In 
those days it was pretty hard for a good 
looking gir] to grow up in Persia without 
getting into the imperial harem. 

The shah had a great time posing for 
amateur photographers while on the con- 
tinent. At-~Lucerne he stood still in or- 
der that a pretty American girl might 
‘“‘take’*~him successfully, but in Londen 
yesterday he had the greater felicity of 
being bidégraphed while at the reception 
given in his honor at the Persian em- 
bassy. He partook of the first rate lunch 
which a noted French chef had prepared 
in a room alone, etiquette not permitting 
him to eat at the same table with his offi- 
cial representatives. When he finally ap- 
peared on. the lawn he yleldeqd to the 
weakness that has made him so popular 
wherever he: has gone—that of shopping. 
The word had been passed around among 
tradesmen that his majesty would be 
prepared to look at samples while atj the 
embassy and the crowd of them thatjhad 
hah 
went from start to finish, however, \and 
when anything tickled his fancy it Avaa, 
“Send it ‘round to Marlborough house,” 
and that settled it. Marlborough house tis 
the royal dwelling at which the shah and 
his suite are being put up while in Lon- 
don. It was King Edward's home as 
prince of Wales and was almost con, 
pletely redecorated for. the reception. of 
its present illustrious inhabitant.

Attorney Genéral Boykin Wright ex- 
presses the opinion that it would be in 
violation of the Géorgia laws for the 
Southern railway and the Seaboard Air 
Line to merge their properties and gO un- 
der the same management. 

His opinion, given in reply to a letter 
from Governor Candler, dated August 2, 
reached the governor yesterday. Governor 
Candler, however, declined to give the 
opinion out or to discuss tt, because ha 
had not had time to read it. The governor 
was kept busy all @ay yesterday con- 

) ferring with friends of those who are 
seeking appointment to the supreme bench 
to succeed Justice Lewis, and did not 
have time until late in the afternoon to 
read his day’s mail. 

It is understood, however, that Attorney 
General Wright thinks the proposed mer- 
ger might be prevented by injunction, in 
spite of the fact that fhe section of the 

' etnstitution prohibiting the consolidation 
of competing lines of railroad has been 
practically emasculated by decisions of 
the supreme court. 

The construction of this section of the 
constitution by the supreme court, At- 
torney General Wright thinks, throws the 
whole question back upon the common 
law; but he is of the opinion that there 
is ample ground in the common law to 
ask and secure an injunction to prevent 
euch a mergeér of railroads, where it can 
be shown that the merger would be det- 
rimental to the public interests. 

Jacobs’ Case Is Citcd. 

In@disctissing the matter the attorney 
general ¢alls attention to the recent de- 
cision of the supreme court in the Ja- 
cobs case, wherein, although the Georgia 
anti-trust law was declared unconstitu- 
tidéhal, the court granted the injunction 
prayed for on the ground that combina- 
tions in restraint of trade and for the 
purpose of controlling the price of any 
commodity were obnoxious to the com- 
mon law and should be suppressed on the 
grout of public policy. 

Attorpey General Wright also cites «x- 
pressions from the supreme court of the 
United States along the same line, and 
reaches the conclusion that there is am- 
ple authority in the law to prevent by in- 
junction such combinations as can bé 
shown détrimental to the public welfare. 
Tt is not sufficient, he thinks, that it be 
shown such combinations would ba detri- 
mental to individuals or sections, but it 
must be shown they would or could in- 
jure the public generally. 

There is littlé doubt that should the 
mérger of these great railroad lines be at- 
temptéd as proposed, the law will be in- 
voked in Georgia to prevent its becom- 
ing effective. 


SMITH BTS THE REPORT. 


President of Alabama Rai'road Com- 
mission Talks About the Pro- 
posed Merger of Roads 


Montgomery, Ala., September 2.—John 
V. Smith, president of the railroad com- 
mission of Alabama, in the course of an 
interview today on the state law affect- 
ing the rumored consolidation of the 
Louisville and Nashville and Southern 
railroads, said: 

“T have had no official information of 
any such movement, and all I know 
about it is what has been published in 
the newspapers. 

‘“T am of the opinion that ne such mer- 
ger is contemplated, and that it would 
be impracticable for these two systems 
to consolidate their interest. 

‘‘As to the law of Alabama with refer. 
ence to the consolidation, it might be 
of interest to the public to know that 
there is nothing in our new constitution 
or our statutes which prohibits the con- 
solidation in this state. 

“Section 1163 of the code confers upon 
corporations t following power: ‘To 
consolidate with any railroad corporation 
now éxisting or which may hereafter be 
organized under the laws of this state, 
in the mode and under the conditione 
and terrhes herein prescribed.’ 

‘Rection 1166 of the code provides the 
manner of such consolidation and care- 

’ fully guards the rights of the stockhold- 
érs and all other ay interested in 
such consolidation, t I find no statute 
which prevents it, notwithstanding it 
may be of parallel and competing Itnes. 
This may, however, be a subject calling 
for legislation in Alabama.”’

Tax Digests Disclose Interesting and 
Important Facts.

DECREASE IN LAND ACREAGE 


Bank Stocks Increase Nearly a Mil- 
lion—Poll Taxes and Professions 
on the Wane—Little Cot- 
ton Is Left on 
Hand. 


Some interesting figures relative to the 
increase and decrease in property values 
and the number of mén in the professions 
have just been prepared by Captain ‘““Tip’’ 
Harrison for the forthcoming report of 
the comptroller general. These figures are 
taken from the tax digests of the differ- 
ent counties as consolidated and show fo 
a certain extent the progress made ip 
manufacturing, banking and other indus- 
tries and professions during the year just 
closed. 

One of the most striking features shown 
by the tax digests is the increase in 
manufacturing during the last year. In 
1901 all the manufactories of the state 
were returned at $18,294,964, whereas this 
year’s digests show valuations amounting 
to $23,494,371, an increase of $4,499,407. This 
increase means the construction of many 
new cotton factories and other small in- 
dustries, besides additions to some G4l- 
ready in existence. 

The value of bank stock shares has in- 
creaseg from $13,065,476 to $14,015,632, a to- 
tal increase of $960,156. Some fifteen or 
twenty new banks have been incorporated 
during the year, while the others have 
held their own without difficulty. 

The digests show that farmers have 
been marketing their cotton and other 
produce rapidly. The value of cotton and 
other farm products on hand as shown in 
the digests is $1,167,348 less than it was at 
the same time last year. 

It is strange that there should be a 
large decrease in the number of acres of 
land returned for taxation, yet such is the 
case. There were 18,013 less acres of im- 
proved and 619,790 less of wild land return- 
ed than in 1901. Captain Harrison ac- 
counts for this on the idea that there 
were séveral mistakes in the digests of 
1901. The value of improved lands, how- 
éver, shows an increase of $348,288 and 
thé value of wild lands an increase of 
$25, 087. 

The value of city and town property 
shows an increase of $3,629,453. Other in- 
teresting increased valuations over 1901 
are as follows: Surplus’ bank capital, 
$217,996; shipping ang tonnage, $203,909; 
merchandise, $224,487; iron works, $477,045; 
plantation tools, wagons, etc., $165,558; 
minés and mining, $3,097. 

The decreases aré’as follows: Building 
and loan associations, $225,692; electric 
lighting, etc., $909,466; stocks and bonds, 
$324,286; money and solvent debts, $463,835; 
bicycles, $15,086; household goods, $54,514; 
watches and jewelry, $30,124; horses, cat- 
tle, etc., $139,055; all other property, $951,- 
627; déefaulters’ property, $848,457. 

The net gain in values over 1901 
$5,625,043. 

The 1992 digests show 205,494 white polls 
in Georgia, an increase over 1901 of 6,527, 
and 116,352 colored polls, a decrease of 
2,497. There are 3,355 less white and 6,452 
légs colored defaulters. 

There is an increase of 14 in the numher 
of lawyers in the state, the total number 
being 1,862. The number of doctors has 
decreased by 42, the total being 2,391. 
There has been a decrease of 7 in the 
number of dentists and a similar de- 
crease in the number of architects. There 
are 32 less civil engineers, but the number 
of presidents of corporations in the state 
has increased by 4. 

The amount of the«tax on professions 
shows a decrease of $530 over last year 
and the amount of the poll tax to be 
paid the state shows a decrease of $15,984.

SEEMS CERTAIN 


Constitulin's Exclusiv Story 
Interesting fo Merchants, 


Surveyor of Customs Besieged With 
Inguiries from People Who 
Wish to Offer Buildings and 
Sites for the Proposed Fed- 
eral Ware House. 


The announcement made exclusively in 
The Sunday Constitution that Atlanta 
is to have a United States bonded ware 
house in the near future for the storing 
of imported goods under the protection 
of the government created a decided stir 
among wholesalers and retailers through- 
out the city. Several inquiries were made 
of officials in the custom department 
asking as to the truth of the report. 


‘Each and every detail was corroborated, 


and with the corroboration there were 
any number of expressions of gratifica- 
tion. But one:sentiment seemed to pre- 
vail among al] those intrested, and that 
was the tremendous benefits that would 
be reaped by Atlanta particularly and 
Georgia generally. , 

There were any number of merchants, 
and especially wholesalers, who were en- 
thusiastic concerning the matter, and 
said that it would fill the one great want 
among importers in this city and add to 
Atlanta's present reputation of being the 
commercial center of all Dixie-land. 

Among those whocalled up the authori- 
ties in regard to the article in The Sun- 
day Constitution was Mrs. M. G. Dick- 
son, a part of whose property has been 
accepted by the federal government for 
the erection of the new postoffice. Mrs. 
Dickson said that she had read the re- 
port carefully and called up the authori- 
ties to let them know that she had 
certain properties already standing, 
which, with very little alteration, could 
be made to meet the requirements de- 
manded by the department in Washing- 
ton. The location of one of these ware 
houses was particularly convenient, be- 
ing accessible to the tracks of several 
of ,the railroads. 

Other particularly interested parties 
ane E. P. Black, the well-known real 
estate man, and Captain J. W. English, 
president of the Fourth National bank. 
All of the parties interested wanted to 
know what the rental would amount to. 
This United States Surveyor of Customs 
Wimbish was unable to state, as there 
had never been such an institution in 
Atlanta, and there was no precedent on 
which to go by. If the ware house was 
generally used by all local importers at 
the very start the rental would unques- 
tionably be profitable from the very first. 
One in a position to know stated yester- 
day that he believed this obstacle would 
be overcome in the immediate present, 
as one wholesale firm of importers in 
New York citya which conducts a large 
business with local merchants, was ex- 
ceedingly anxious to secure such a 
bonded ware house as soon as possible 
and would probably guarantee storing 4 
sufficient amount of goods to bring the 
matter of rental up to a paying basis 
in the very beginning. 

To Consider Buildings. 

Proposed buildings for the new ware 
house which have been reported will be 
considered at once as to their fitness. 
It is reported that at least one of these 
buildings has been examined and could 
be made to meet the needed require- 
ments with very little alteration and in 
a very short time. It is also reported 
that this building has been described to 
the large firm of importers in New York 
city. Descriptions of the other proper- 
ties will also be forwarded, and it is be- 
lieved that one of the ware houses now 
standing will soon be remodeled into 
a place for storage under the protection 
of Uncle Sam. 

As stated in the announcement in The 
Sunday Constitution, a bonded ware 
house will mean a convenience for local 
importers the vlue of which can hardly 
be approximated. The government per- 
mits importations to be made in large 
quantities to such ware houses.and after 
a bond covering all possible loss to the 
government has been accpted these goods 
can be taken out at intervals upon the 
payment, not of the tariff. on the entire 
amount of goods, but just those drawn 
from the ware house according to the 
needs of the local importer. In addition 
to the saving of much expense necessi- 
tated by small and frequent shipments 
from other cities where bonded ware 
houses are in operation, an Atlanta in- 
stitution of this kind would be of the 
greatest value as a convenience and 
prevent all. possibility of failure to sup- 
Ply certain classes of imported goods 
which at present have to be ordered and 
shipped from New York, Savannah, 
Tampa and other ports.

accepting the resignation or filling the 
vacancy until after the governor has 
had a conference with the attorney gen- 
eral and the law on the subject hag 
been satisfactorily construed. The sug- 
@estion that the staté executive commit- 
tee will be called together to také action 
in the matter or that a spesial primary 
will be held, involving a cost of $30,000, 
is not credited in political circles. 

Justice Lewis’ resignation reached 
Governor Candler yesterday morning, 
being brought to his office by Hon, Gray 
Lewis, a “other of Justice Lewis. The 
resignat was worded to take -ffect 
immediavely, but the governor has not 
yet accepted it and will not do so until 
he has heard from ‘Attorney General 
Wright. 

The difficulty over the matter arises 
from the construction placed on the law. 
‘In the first place the law seems to maké 
it obligatory on the governor to make 
an ad interim appointment to hold until 
a successor cah be’ elected and quali- 
fied. It was understood to be Governor 
Candler’s intention not to make any ad 
interim appointment, .but the language 
of the law is ‘“‘the governor shall ap- 
point.” ies lie et 

Should it be determined; therefore, that 
it Is necessary to make an ad interim 
appointment it may be said that none 
of those who will be candidates for the 
pesition before the people will be naméd 
by the governor. It has been Governor 
Candler’s unbroken rale never to appoint 
to any position for-a:portion of an un- 
expired term one. who is a candidate 
for election toethe .effice in. question.

The weather today for Atlanta and 
Georgia is likely to be fair and cooler. 

Sptaking of the outlook for cotton 
planters, Forecaster Marbury said yes- 
terday: 

“While the reports I have received all 
point to a short crop, with the possible 
exception of a few favored localities, I 
believe that better prices than last year 
will go far toward making up this de- 
ficiency. I base my Opinion on reports 
6f the agricultural department from all 
parts of the cotton belt, and these re- 
ports show a short crop all 
While Texas has not suffered as much 
as we have, 4 drought was also her por- 
tion as well as that of Georgia's sister 
states, with the result that the cotton 
yield of the south will be less than the 
average. This fact, together with the 
present demand, will in aff probability 
mean higher prices in the future.’ 

A prominent Atlanta cotton business 
man echoed these same sentiments and 
said: “Of course, “speculators will raise 
the régulation calamity howl, but for the 
man who holds on’to what cotton he has 
I think all indications point to a market 
that will almost, if not quite, make up 
the loss to the planter occasioned by 
the unprecedented drought.” 


Crops Aided By Rains. 

In refernce to the recent eae ol 
caster Marbury said to a Co ution 
reporter: “Our réports for the week 
ending yesterday have been received 
from our correspondents all over the 
state. The long drought was broken by 
the rains of August 27, 28 and 29. These 
rains were for the most part general in 
all the counties of the state, but they 
came too late to he of general benefit to 
the cotton crops. 

“As was stated in The Constitution, 
open cotton was badly discolored. Pre- 
mature opering, dtie to the long dry 
spell, rust and shedding have been gen- 
erally reported, and plants are dead in 
many fields Lint is reported short and 
there is little or no new growth. 

“In the southern and middle counties 
the picking is well advanced and is in 
progress in the northern counties. Labor 
is reported scarce in some sections. 

“The average cotton crop of Georgia 
is some 1,250,000 bales. From reports re- 
ceived up to thé present this year's crop 
will) not run much over 1,000,000, if, in- 
deed, it reaches that mark. In addition 
to this the general condition of the crap 
is reported as being inferior. 

“The rains proved of great benefit to 
minor crops. There were also some ¢rops 
of late cotton reported bénefited. Farm- 
ers and planters are for the most part 
too busy picking cotton to put fn turnips 
and winter wheat very generally, al- 
though some is being sown in certain 
localities. The dry ground is reported 
mellow and almost all of thé rain was 
soaked into the baked earth. Present 
conditions are favorable for fall plow: 
ing, and farmers and planters are hoping 
that too much rain will not spoil futuré 
prospects. 

“Late showers improved late corn. An 
average crop of corn in the lowlands 
is reported, while that of the uplands is 
burned and very poor. A good crop of 
rice is being harvested. ae

They advised 
him first to take a rest of at least a 
month, so that they might be able to 
pass upon his case, when he was no longer 
worn out with the recent reutiné of court 
work. Judge Lewis then went to Atlanti¢ 
City, where he remained until about the 
middle of August, returning to Balti- 
more at that time for a second consu!- 
tation with his physicians. The result 
of that consultation was that Judge Lewis 
was advised very strongly against re- 
turning to the ardent judicial work to 
which he had been accustomed, and then 
for the first time did he definitely take 
under advisement the question of his 
resignation from the bench. He was un- 
willing to admit that he was no longer 
physically able to carry on his work, but 
after returning to Greenésboro and find-

DID NOT PUT ALMANAC FIRST. 


Governor Says Part of Interview 
Richard’s Almanac Was Pure 
Fiction. 

Governor Candler has been subjected 
to considerable criticism, quite unjustly 
it appears, as the result of a littl® inter- 
view purporting to have come from him 
with reference to the comparative value 
of three well-known books. 

This interview w2s published In sev- 
eral papers in the state some days ago, 
and the purport of it was that Goverror 
Candler said he considered the ble, 
Shakespeare and Poor Ricbhéd?rd’s. Al- 
manac the three best books ever pub- 
lished, and of these Poor Richard's Al- 
manac was the best. . 

This publication has led to criticism 
of Governor Candler from the pulpit and 
the press. A numbeg of editorial articles 
have appeared in different papers in the 
state criticising the governor for plac- 
ing Poor Richard’s Almanac; or for that 
matter any, other book, ahead of the 
word of God. 

Governor Candler was slHown. one or 
two of these articles by a representative 
of The Constitution yesterday and asked 
about the alleged interview. 

“The interview conveyed. an entirely 
erroneous and false impression,’’ Gov- 
ernor Candler said. ‘‘The only founda- 
tion for it was that one day about two 
weeks ago several gentlemen were in 
my office and we were talking about 
books. I made -the remark that I had 
reached the conclusion that all the wis- 
dom in the world might be found {in 
three books, the Bible, Shakespeare and 
Poor Richard’s Almanac. That was all 
I said on the subject. The statement that 
I put Poor Richard's Almanac first or 
said it was the best is pure fiction and is 
absolutely untrue.”

BUSINESS MEN PLAN TO. 
EXTEND ITVS: TRADE 


Proposed Trip Through State Is In- 
dorsed and Suggestion To Have 
Great Banquet This Winter 
Meets With Favor—No- 
table Speeches. 


_At a meeting of representative busi-' 


hess men and merchants of Atlanta yes- 
terday afternoon, under the auspices of 
the chamber of commerce.’ resolutions 
were unanimously adopted petitioning 
the officers of the Central of Georgia 
Tailway to readjust the schedules on the 
southwestern division and the Atlanta 
division so as to gi€e this city direct 
connection at Macon with the early 
morning schedule for the southwest. 

If the railway authorities favor the 
petition and make the change suggested 
it is estimated that the day's disadvant- 
age, under which Atlanta business 
houses have been laboring for a long 
time, will be entirely eliminated. It will 
put Atlanta on the same basis with other 
cities and will enable local merchants 
to penetrate with advantage a territory 
With a population of more than half a 
Million people... . 

It is expected that the matter will be 
taken up at once and that action by 
the railway people regarding it will be 
had at an early date. The resolutions 
were presented during the meeting of the 
business men, who had gathered to plan 
for tne extersion of trade throughout 
Georgia and the south, and that their 
Purpose struck a popular chord was evi- 
denced by the promptness with which 
they were. adopted. 

They were introduced by J. P. Stevens, 
who madé a short talk concerning the 
importance of securing for Atlanta the 
proper early morning train connection 
with trains going into the southwestern 
section of the state. 

Resolutions Were Adopted. 

The resolutions were as follows: 


Whereas, Schedules on the Central of 
Georgia railway for the early morning 


“train going to southwest Georgia and 


points beyond, penetrating a_ territoy 
with a population of more than half a 
million people are so arranged that no 
connection is made from Atlanta, and 
this city is placed at a disadvantage in 
the mail order business in placing the 
advertisements of our merchants before 
the people of southwest Georgia and in 
owe ge J our. morning papers throughout 
hat section at the same time with the 
morning papers of other cities: 

And whereas, This discrimination 


“against Atlanta is calculated to injure 


and handicap the business of some of 
our most important establishments; - 

Therefore be it resolved, That in be- 
half of the commercial! interests of At- 
the au- 
thorities of the Central of Georgia rail- 
way to readjust its schedule on the 


southwestern division and the Atlanta di- 


vision so as to give this city direct con- 
nection at Macon with the early morning 
schadule for the southwest, thus putting 
Atlanta on a fair basis with other cities 
and undoing: the discrimination by which 
the business men of Atlanta are nov 
- practically to a day's disadvantage 
“ oune business with that section of the 
state. 


Mr. Stevens introduced the resolutions 
toward the end of the meeting, after he 
had spoken on the subject of the mail 
order business. He said he regarded the 
mail order business of great importance, 
the value of which. he said, could not be 
over estimated. Generally speaking, he 
stated; Atlanta was admirably situated 
to become the central distributing point 
for business of this character. He ex- 
plained, however, that there’ were several 
impediments in the way and referred to 
the fact that existing railway schedules, 
from a business viewpoint, were not all 
that could be desired by the merchants. 
He thought if the matter should be taken 


.up with the proper railroad authorities 
it might be adjusted tq the mutual satis- 


faction of all concerned. He said that 


-under present conditions some of the 
cities south of Atlanta were enaBled to 
‘reach the southwestern section of the 


, 


state fully a day in advance of this city, 
and he thought a readjustment of sched- 
ules would relieve the trouble. 
May Have Big Banquet. 

During the meeting Clark Howell sug- 
gested that the old-time plan of having 
a big banquet in the winter by the mer- 
chants be revived this year. He de- 
clared it was time for Atlanta to let 


the whole country know that the mer- 


chants and manufacturers . here’ could 
supply any demand made upon them. He 
thought, however, that in order to con- 
vince others of the superiority of At- 
lanta made goods Atlantans should pat- 
ronize local concerns. Upon his motion 
President J. K. Orr was authorized to 
appoint at his leisure a committee of 
seven to take under advisement the plan 
for a banquet at one of the big hotels 
this winter, at which time the repre- 
sentative business men and merchants 
will meet to talk of the accomplishments 
of the past twelve months and plan for 
the new year. Mr. Orr said he would 
announce the names of this committee 
later. 

It was the sense of the meeting that 
the proposed trade extension trip be made 
the third week of this month, and a 
committee consisting of R. T. Conley, 
D. QO. Dougherty, J. R. Nutting, Louis 
Gholstin, W. H. Kiser and Clyde King 
was appointed to determine upon a 
route and arrange the details. This trip, 
it is estimated, will consume about six 
days, and fully 1,000 miles of territory 
will be covered. The trip was designed 
for the purpose of bringing jobber and 
customer closer together, and it is ex- 
pected the trip will accomplish much 
g00d in this way. 

The meeting was held in the council 
chamber on the top floor of the city hall 
building yesterday afternoon, beginning 
at 4 o'clock. Among those present were 
E. Rich, J, R. Gray, J. P. Stevens, 
Joseph W. Hill, Samuel W. Goode, D. O. 
Dougherty, E. C, Peters, Joseph Hirsch, 
J. E. Maddox,’Jghn Temple Graves; W. 
O. Foote, Clark Howell, R. T. Conley, 
J. W. Alexander, Harry L. Schlesinger, 
W. H. Bates, Major J. F. Burke, R. F. 
Shedden, D. W. Appler® W. H. Fogg, 
Ora Nunnally, W. W. Hurlbert, A. Mont- 
gomery, Gilbert Cuyler, W. Hyatt, W. M. 
Goodwin, W. A. Parker, H. C. Moore, 
R. L. Foreman, Clyde King, Dr. E. L. 
Connally, George W. Harrison, W. H. 
Kiser, Dr. John C. White, C. B. Bidwell 
and a number of others. 

President Orr made a few opening re- 
marks relative to the object of the meet- 
ing. He reported that the chamber was 
in splendid financial condition and Sec- 
retary Walter Cooper presented a tabu- 
lated statement showing the _ receipts 
and disbursements for the year up to 
September 1. It showed a comfortable 
balance on hand. Mr. Orr then announced 
the first formal subject for discussion— 
“Trade Extension and the Means to 
That End.’’ Mr. Conley was asked to 
give the meeting the benefit of his views 
on the subject, which he did in a concise 
manner. 

Applauded “Atlanta Spirit.’’ 

He said he knew the Atlanta spirit 
well enough to know that any plan 
for the betterment of the city would be 
catried forward to success. 

“Tf St. Louis and other of the large 
cities can control trade by these sort 
Oo trips,” said he, “there is no reason 
why’ Atlanta cannét do likewfse. The 
jobbers of the north, east and west are 
looking to the south as a fertile field, 
and while we now have a chance ‘Yo 
strengthen our position, I think we ought 
to take advantage of it. This is purely a 
business proposition; there’s no pleasure 
about. a trip of this kind. I find it is 
good business to meet my cutomers per- 
sonally, because then I get into closer 
touch with them, have a chance to find 
out their wants and can prepare to serve 
them. We unquestionably have the key 
to the southern business situation and 
what other people can do we can do— 
and do it better”’ 

Speaking of the importance of the mail 
order business, J. R. Gray’ sald: 

‘If there are any wide-awake mer- 
chants in this country, those of Atlanta 
are entitled to that distinction. The 
wérk of the chamber of commerce in the 
effort to extend the trade of this city 
is to be commended. Atlanta has all the 
natural advantages to make it a great 
business center. It is favored geograph- 
ically, and we have here enterprises that 
are capable of satisfying the needs of 
this whole section. The mail order fea- 
ture of business 1s of the utmost im- 
portance and should be given more at- 
tention at the hands of local merchants. 
There is a great amount of money which 
goes out of the city to the north fiat 
ought to be spent here. The people, it 
seems, get in the habit of sending north 
for their things and it is hard to break 
them of it. It should be done, how-

in all probability be $5.70 on the thou- 
sand, making a combined state and coun- 
ty rate of $1.10 on the hundred.

John Temple Graves made a very force- 
fu: talk on the importance of the pro- 
posed trade exténsion trip. He said he 
had given the mattér considerable thought 
and felt sure a trip of the kind suggested 
would do an immense amount of good. 
Mr. Graves declared there was net a 
hamlet of 600 people in the whole country 
that did not know about Atlanta and 
henor it as the representative progres- 
sive city of the south. He said he had 
done considerable traveling during the 
past few years and knew this to be a 
fact. He said Atlanta was the real cap- 
ital of the southern states and if was 
only a question of letting the people 
know what was here. He regarded the 
proposed trade extension trip as the open- 
ing wedge and felt convinced it would 
accomplish a great deal of good. He told 
of similar trips made by the merchants 
in other large cities. Its importdnce, he 
said, could not be fully estimated. Mr. 
Graves spoke eloquently and was warmly 
applauded, as were all the other speak- 
ers. 


Urged Home Patronage. 

In beginnfng his talk,, Clark Howell 
felicitated the members of the chamer 
of commerce upon their activity in the 
interest of the business welfare of At- 
lanta. He regarded it’ as an admirable 
sign that the merchants and_ business 
men of the city should meet to plan for a 
greater extension of -trade. 

“I should like to see a big ban@Quet this 
fall, like we used to have in the old 
days,’’ said he, ‘‘at which our representa- 
tive Dusiness men will meet and tatk 
over plans for the future. I would like 
tu see them take the whole country bv 
the halr, as it were, and compel it to 
listen to the story Atlanta can tell. Let 
us get our active business men and mer- 
chants together and let the world know 
what we are doing. I think the people 
of Atlanta are ignorant of the great 
manufacturing interests that are here. 
There are &@ number of plants in Atlanta 
that are daily sending their products 
into the north and east, and why should 
the people of this section send to the 
great houses in the north and east when 
they can get the very same articles right 
here at home? We ought to stop it, and 
we can stop it by convincing our home 
people that we can supply their wants. 

“IT am told that many people in the 
ncerth and west are now sending to At- 
lanta for goods and there is no reason 
why our own people should not patronize 
local concerns. It was just the other 
day that my attention was attracted to 
a number of bank checks, all of them 
bearing the imprint of lithographing 
houses outside of Atlanta. We can do 
this work just as well here as it can be 
done anywhere in the country. And 
this is the point I want to make: Let 
us patronize our own people and then 
we can go to the outside world with a 
bid for business with a home indorse- 
ment. ‘The money that comes into At- 
lanta benefits every one. Some it bene- 
fits directly, others indirectly, but the 
whole town derives some benefit from it. 
Let us get up one of those old-time ban- 
quets, and let the patronage of home 
enterprises be. the keynote of the occa- 
sion. The city has grown more in the 
past few years than during any ten 
years of its history. Big businesses are 
constantly coming here. It was only the 
other day that a large insurance com: 
pany moved its southern department 
headquarters here, and one of the great 
railroads has recently decided to bring 
its general freight office to Atlanta. It is 
only a question of time until the other 
offices will come. The changes that I 
have mentioned have set the whole coun- 
try talking about Atlanta. No other 
city is being talked of as much.’’ 

Applause greeted Mr. Howell's. re- 
marks. Later he moved that a commit- 
tee be appointed to take under considera- 
tion the banquet plan. President Orr 
stated, after the meeting, that he would 
name this committee as soon as_ possi- 
ble.

H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Letter. 


New Orleans, September 2.—Early Liverpool 
advices were disappointing, consequently our 
market opened § to 6 points lower. Subge- 
quently, however, the later improvement in 
Liverpool, coupled to the very unfavorable 
weekly weather report and the anticipation of 
a poor monthly bureau report tomorrow, cause: 
an improvement of 14 points from the bottom. 
Realizing near the _ occasioned a slightly 


easier feeling, makifg the net gain 6 to 8 
points on the day. The fact that rains have 
been general east’ of the Mississippi river -dur- 
ing the past week, and that Texas has had 
general rains during the past two days, led 
many to believe that the weekly weather re- 
port would be more favorable than last week, 
It seems, though, that the Texas .rains were 
not included in that state's report but in the 
Waehington summary an addenda was added 
as follows: ‘*The weather map of this date— 
September 2—shows that good rains fell over 
a large part of Téxas during the twenty-four 
hours ending 8 a. m., September 2.’’ Never- 
theless, while ‘Texas rains were not included in 
the itemized report by states, mention was 
made ae above, and while it was admitted 
that rains had fallen generally in the other 
states, it was ciaimed to have come tao late 
to prove beneficial. Therefore, accerding to 
these correspondents, absence of rains cauges 
deterioration, and the materialization of rains 
does also, consequently there is nothing which 
will cause any improvement in. the condition 
of the plant. It ie such kind of r-p>-rts 
which cause operators to be skeptical. They 
do not forget that the bureau’s estimate for 
last season's crop was 9,674,000; that Mr. 
Price's estimate up to March 15 was 9,458,- 
O00; that Messrs R T. Wilson & Co.'s was 
9,400,000, and that the census bureau's es- 
timate on Apri); | was 9,600,000, and that the 
actual om@tput of the crop was 10,681,100, 
or from 1,000,000 to 1,300,000 over 
their estimates, The same _. parties who 
issufd these estimates are again disseminating 
sensatiorial reports of damage. While there 
has been the usual August deterioration, we 
do not think the crop prosnects are as bad 
as claimed. The bureau’s general average con- 
dition tomorrow is éxpected to be around 70 
per cent, ae compared to 71.4 per cent last 
year. If these figures are correct, and out- 
siders are attracted to the article, the chances 
are values will enhance further, especially as 
the world believes that a larger crop is requi- 
site this year to meet rquirements. 


Weekly Summary of Crop Conditions. 


Washington, September 2.—Following is the 
weekly eummary of crop conditions made up 
by the agricultural department: 

The temperature conditions in the northern 
districts east of the Missouri valley during 
the week ending September | were more favor- 
able for maturing crops than in the previous 
week, but as in the two weeks immediately 
preceding, exclusively high temperatures pre- 
valled in the central and west gulf districts, 
including Oklahoma and Indian Territory. Ex- 
ceesve rains have continued in the lower Mis- 
souri and -Red river of the north valley to 
the serious detriment of grain in shock and 
stack, and with temperatures slightly below 
norma] in the Miszouri valley the maturity 
of crops has not adtanced rapidly. Contin- 
ued absence of rain has intensified the drought 


‘in the west gulf districts and rain is generally 


needed in the Ohio valley and in coast districts 
from southern New England to the Carolinas. 
Generally rains have relieved drought condi- 
tions in the east gulf districts. 

CORN—In the states of the 
in. portions of the upper Mississippi 
ley corn has made fr@r progress, but 
not matured rapidly, owing to the low tem- 
peratures and excessive moisture. ‘Dry, warm 
weather is greatly needed in the Missouri val- 
ley for the maturity of corn, which will re- 
quire practically a month in lowa and eastern 
Nebraska. In Illinois, Indiana @nd Ohio the 
maturity of corn has been more rapid, but 
the latter crop ie in need of rain in portions 
of Wisconsin anid Ohio. Early corn is being 
cut in Missouri and Kansas and is being mar- 
keted and fed to stock in the last namel 
state. .

condition of cotton during the eecond and 
third decades. While favorable weather con- 
ditions in the near future would cause a mark- 
ed improvement in the condition of cotton in 
Texas, the reports indicate that, under the 
most favorable circumstances, the yield would 
be much short of.an average crop. The cen- 
tral and eastern districts of the cotton belt, 
with the exception of portions of the Carolinas, 
where drought continuce, have received abund- 
ant rains, but too late to be of material bene- 
fit. while causing considerable injury to open 
cotton. Some slight improvement ig reported 
from portions of Florida and Georgia and less 
premature opening from Alabama, but rust 
and shedding are very general throughout the 
central and eastern districts. (The weather 
map of this date—September 2~—shows that 
good rains fell over a large part of Texas 
during the twenty-four hours erding 8 a. m, 
September 2). ; 

TOBACCO—Cutting and curing of tobacco 
have progressed under favorable conditions 
and are largely finished in the Corolinas and 
Virginia. ¢ 

APPLES—Some improvement in the outlook 
for apples is indicated in portions of the 
central valleys and lake region, but in the 
middie Atlantic states the prospects are fo- 
a crop considerably bew the average. 

Plowing for fall seeding has been very gen- 
erally retarded in the midcle Atlantic states 
and Ohio vaHey by dry weather and in the 
lower Missouri and upper Mississippi valleys 
by excessive moisture.

Council will meet this afternoon at 3 
o'clock in adjourned session, and it is 
probable the meeting will be a lengthv 
one, aS a number of matters dre ex- 
pected to come up for consideration. 

The electric light committee is sched- 
uled to hold a meeting this morning at 
10 o'clock in the office of the city attor- 
ney for the purpose of preparing a re- 
port on the application of the Atlanta 
Electric Company for a franchise for a 
new electric light and power plant. The 
committee favors a_ thirty-year grant 
with certain restrictions and an ordi- 
nance embracing these will doubtless he 
presented to council during the after- 
noon. 

A meeting of the committee on ordi- 
nances and legislation, of which Coun- 
cilman Warren is chairman, was held 
yesterday afternoon and all the papers 
before the committee were acted upon. 
A full report will.be submitted to council 
today by the committee. 

A favorable report will be made on 
the ordinance by Councilman Harwe 
forbidding city officitals and employees 
from speculating in cemetery lots, tax 
deeds or any other real estate or per- 


sonal property exposed for sale by the 
city.

“ereen’ hides within the city. 

The committee on hospitals and chari- 
ties, of which Alderman Tangina is 
chairman, met in the city warden’s office 
and decided to recommend that the con- 
tract for burying negro paupers be given 
ty the owners of Southview cemetery. 
which is iocated on the McDonough rvad. 
Several years ago the negro paupers were 
buried at that place, but a new contract 
was made last year with the Oakview 
cemetery people at $1.10 per body. ‘The 
eccmmittee favored paying the Southview 
people $1.50 per burial after hearing trom 
City License. Inspector Collier, who ts 
acting as city warden during Mr. Buch- 
anan’s absence, 

Mr. Collier explained to the committee 
that Undertaker Lee, who has the con- 
tract from the city to supply coffins for 
the negro pauper dead, told him = that 
when he teok bodies out to Oakview 
cemetery there was frequently no one 
there to receive them and he was com- 
pelled to leave the coffins on the ground. 
It was said that some of the coffins 
were allowed to remain in this condi- 
tion overnight. 

“Tt explained to Lee,” said Mr. Collier, 
‘it' was very necessary that the city 
should have a receipt for every body 
delivered at the cemetery. AS matters 
stood we had absolutely no guarantee 
that the bodies were ever buried. They 
might have been disposed of to the med- 
ical colleges and we should never have 
been any the wiser.” 

The, committee decided to take the 
contract away from the Oakview ceme- 
tery and give it to the Southview people 
at an advance of price. 

Mayor Mims, it is expected, will send 
a2 special communication to council this 
afternoon complaining that the laws 
against littering the streets with paper 
and other trash are not being inforced.

Mack Woodsides, the deaf and dumb 
boy who a few years ago was a character 
in police circles in Atlanta, was yesterday 
sentenced by Judge A. E. Calhoun, of 
the city criminal court, to serve six 
months in jail. 

Mack, through his attorney, R.. R. 
Shropshire, entered a plea of guilty to a 
charge of larceny. The boy was arrested 
severa] weeks ago on the charge of hav- 
ing stolen some pennies from a newsboy. 

This is the first time that Mack has been 
before the courts for some time, as he has 
been a pupil in the deaf and dumb in- 
stitute at Cave Spring. He was here on 
bis vacation at the time of the alleged 
robbery of the newsboy. 

There was some talk of sending Mack to 
the Fulton county reformatory, but word 
reached Judge Calhoun that the officials 
objecteg to taking him, for fear he would 
prove too undesirable an associate for the 


other youths there. Judge Calhoun did not 
want to send him to the county , chain- 
gang and he finally decided the best thing 
to. do in the case was to impose a jail 
sentence. 

Since going to the Cave Spring institu- 
tion Mack has learned to write and seems 
to have improved considerably. He carries 
on conversation by writing. It is probabie 
that he will be sent back to the school as 
soon as he is releaseg from the Tower,
